Kalser's Spies Shot For Misleading 
Him About British 

A German. officer internes with 
some other soners in ireland use 
given to the snglish otticer in caarge 
of the prisoners some informatwo 
which throw. an interesting light on 
the Germans’ view of the results. of 
their elaborate -system of espionage 

Accordi: g to the German ovicer, it , 
was fully believed at German head“ 
quarters that as soon as the Britssa 
‘mobilization was ordered, the traus⸗ 
‘port workers would strike. This in- 
formation was conveyed to the Ger- 
man headquarters staff three weeks 
before the outbreak of the war, and 
was fully relied on.  According-ao 
the German officer, the information 
‘came from, a spy who was supposed 
to be closely in touch with working- 
class organiz.tions in Britain, 

This spy was in Berlin when war 
was declare: and later, when his in- 
formation proved to ‘be false, wad 
arrested. A sipitlar fate has diso 
overtaken several other spies, who 
had evidently been manufacturing: in- 
formation for which they were very 
highly paid. Some of these men, ac 
cording to the German officer, have 
been shot. 

Most definite, and apparently ‘ac. 
curate, information kept reaching 
German military headquarters, up 40 
the outbreak of the war, concerning 
recruiting possibilities. in Britain im 
the event of war.
